Bonn is caught on the horns of a 
dilemma. Either it takes on nuclear

Even if it were to do so within the 
framework of a European polilical unlon 
the situation would be a tricky one, Does 
the non-proliferalion then still apply to 
Bonn?

Fortunately A 
decision will not need to be taken for 
some tine, For the time being there are 
other possibilities of preventing the 
emergence of a security vacuum in 
Western Europe even assuming that US 
troop strength is cut back. Nato'’s 
Eurogroup could, for instance, be 
reinforced.

“It must Include a secondary nuclear 
deterrent in Europe in the form of a 
European potential,” he stated. This 
country, he felt, ought to be involved in 
target planning at least, This’ is an idea 
that has been on mafiiy peoples minds of 
late, though no one is prepared to admit 
thê fact.

July Bonn Defence Mlnistor Georg Leber 
also sot off for tho US capltal at the

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Beforehand President Nixon tried to 
reassure Nato Secretary General Joseph 
Luns, Western European ambassadors to 
Nato and French Foreign Minister Michel 
Jobert (though with scant success ‘In 
France's case), 

America's explanations were well 
received by Walter Scheel, What they 
amount to is that the nuclear agrecment 
between President Nixon and General 
Secretary Brezhnev applies to a state of 
peace only and would lapse the moment 
an attack, was launched on Westenı 
Europe. 

It does not represent an element in 
cfisis-contaiament and is more intended 
to prevent crises arising. The United 
States did not seem inclined to reduce the 
number of tactical nuclear devices in 
Europe either, but Walter Scheel’s 
positive response would not seem to be 
echoed by all Cabinet Ministers in Bonn. 

Western European security remains the 
cornerstone Of detente policy, Were there 
no security detente would become a game 
of chance. 

There is no reason for not believing 
President Nixon, Rogers and Kissinger 
when they assure tlie Foreign Minister 
that US troops will remain stationed in 
Western Europe, but any Westem 
European politician who dismissed the 
very possibility would be irresponsible. 

Ever since Dr Kissinger’s advocacy of 4 
new Atlantic Charter and the encounfer 
between President Nixon and General 
Secretary Brezhnev it has been apparent 
that the United States Is In the process of 
reappraising its comınitments and its role 
within the A antic alliance. a 

Western Europe cannot afford to do no 
more than think about the form and 
content of the North Atlantic, pact, 
Actlon must be taken.

The second article continues In the 
same objeclive and detailed veîn with a 
review of the Ruhr, Wirttemberg and 
Bavaria. 

After dealing with the level of 
industrial development, export capacity 
and eııdeavours to contain inflationary 
tendencies the Chinese joumalists go on 
to consider this country's foreign policy 
position. 

"West Germany feels that its safety and 
part ot Central Europe,” the article 
explains. “On its Eastern frontier the one 
superpower ha masses of troops 
stalloned. This is a factor that the Federal 
pls has fo bear in mind. 

West Germany feels that its safety and 
the balance of military powor are 
dependent on the other superpower and 
the presence of US, British and French 
troops in the Federal Republic.” 

Vary though:thelr estimates of pollcy 
towards the Soviet Union might, major 
government and Opposition spokesmen 
concur In their hope that US troops will 
renmin statloned in the Federat Republic, 

This makes mnilltary sense. In political 
terms 28 years have gone by since the end 

of the war without a peace treaty teing 
concluded with Germany. On issues 
relating lo Garmany as a whole and West 
Berlin fhe Four Powers reserve their 
righis and obligations.

They will be able to decide between 
ratlonalisation, wliich will permanently 
reduce the labour force they require, and 
explolting those sectores of the labour 
market where there are reserves. One 
course open to them is increasing the 
amount of part-time employment. Up to 
now few part-time jobs lave been 
available, 

If these measures bite, Bonn could pul 
into acflon another secllon of its action 
programmo and grant foreign workers a 
lon residence permit than the 
twelve-nıonth document ihey recelve at 
present, Their legal status would then be 
Improved. 

Once some balance lıas been established 
between lhe employment of foreign 
workers and the ability of the social 
infrastructure to absorb then, ltshould be 
so permanent that it does nol easily break 
down. 

The question is whether an increase in 
the hiring charge to one thousand Marks 


will actually prove a deterrent or 
whether the eflects will simply be 
swallowed up by the continuing 


economic boom, 

If this new ruling does not prove lo be 
as successful as hoped, Bonn has another 
weapon in reserve to solve the problem — 
a special charge on the employment of 
foreign labour. 

Bul Bonn will have lo lake this action 
off ils own bat. 

The European Community's regional and 
welfare policy is still in its infancy. 
Taking production to the workers instead 
of viceversa will remain no more than a 
good intenfion for some time yet.

ruling foreigners would not be asked 
when and if they want to return to their 
homeland but would simply be deported 
after a certain period of tine, 

Human beings would therefore be 
loaned from one country to another for a 
few years like machines and would be sent 
back when the time limit elapsed. Bavaria 
and Schleswig-Holstein tested this pro- 
codure but, thank goodness, soon thought 
better of it, 

One proposal worth discussing, though 
it does not promise to be any the more 
successful, is lhe suggestion by Josef 
Stingl, head of the Federal Labour 
Bureau, that foreign workers should be 
encouragod on a voluntary basis to stay in 
this country for only a certain period of 
time, Behind this Idea lies the undorstand- 
able desire to help those workers who are 
sill waiting abroad for a work ind 
residence permit io enter the Federal 
Republic. Introducing a quota, it is

But foreign workers employed in this 
country would hardly deprive thenıselves 
of their pay’ packets for purely idealistic 
reasons. And it is not tlie government’s job 
to make them more eager to return hone 
by offering tlıem a golden handslıake. 

That should iusteal be the respon- 
sibility of their country of origin which 
must have some inlerest in its citizens” 
finding work abroad, sending money 
home, gaining specialist knowledge and 
then returning home so that local 
industry can benefil.

he chemicals industry in tho Federal 

Republic increased its turnover by anı 
unexpectedly high 13.7 per cent in the 
first four months of this year. With a 
turnover of 20.7 milliard Marks Lhero as 
bein an evident revival in his sector after 
three years of pour business. 

The Chemicals Indusiry Assuciulion's 
annual roport for 1972/73 however views 
tlte prospects for 1073 as a whole with 
some caution as the full effects of the 
currency crisis and tlre government und 
Federal Bank’s slabilily and credit 
policies are sll not kuown. 

The Association repeated members" 
fears that the abolition of tnx wıite-ufl's 
and Ihe iuveslment surcharge Inposcd by 
the recent stabilisation package miglıt 
ulso effect investmenl aiming Al greater 
rationalisation and cheaper prices. 

Foreign trade contribiMesd ınost lo te 
teviyal of the chemical industry. Expolts 
up to and including April increased by 
over lwenly per cent tD reiclı 8.2 milliard 
Marks. 

As far as ptice risca anv concerned, the 
chemicals industry one again set a good 
uxenple Lo ihe -wust ul. ındusliy. 
Munufavluring prices were only raised by 
l.3 per cent between January and April 

Last year the chemicals industry was 
able {o achieve its paramount aim as 
manufacturers — the improvement of 
profits — by raking iı an extra 25 per 
cent, But this only partly balanced the 
forty per cent drop in 1970 and 1971. 

Profits rose considerably more in 
pressively than tumover which increased 
by only six per cent to total 56 milltard 
Marks, Personnel figures remained largely 
constant at 577,000.

udolf Leiding, head of Volkswagetl, 
told two thousand shareholders at 
the recent annual general meeting in 
Wolfsburg that his organisation is 
considering setting up plant in the United 
States. Tho American branch would uso 
paris manufactured in ihe Federal 
Republic, 
“Establishing a factory In America 
would help ensure full employment at 
our factories in ihe Federal Republic and 


would be to the trading advantage both 
of the Federal Republic and other 
countries,” Leiding explalned. The 


United States is seeking a reductlon In 
imports while Bonn wishes to reduce 
exports. 

Leiding spoke of the need to end 
Volkswagen’ overwhelınin dependece on 
exports, At present the firnt Îs exporting 
more than sevenly per tent of HS 
production and is therefore particularly 
sensillve to any altoration of currency 
oxchange tates. Bxporling sixty per cenl 
of production and selling forty per cent 
to tho home market would not represent 
such a great risk ceurrency-wise, Leiding 
slated. 

Leiding was confident that Volkswagen 
could regain its dominant position in the 
automobile indusiry once ifs new models 
were in full production. But this would 
not be casy in ile face of growing British 
and Japanese competition, le admitted. 

Leiding pointed out that the Passat and 
other new models soon to be unveiled 
would have front-wheel drive and a waler 
cooling system though Volkswagen was 
not going to abandon its alr cooling 
system completely. 

There has been a Volkswagen revival İn 
a number of countries, Leiding main- 
ined, "I am certuin that the old Beetle 
will continue to exist at the end of the 
seventies," he forecast. 

Turning to the current Financial year, 
Lelding stated that VW had delivered 

1,025,000 vehicles all over the world ir 
the first five months, 13,8 per cent nore 
than in the comparable period Jast year. 

Volkswagen's increased sales lave been 
relatively modest al only 3.9 per cent, he 
admitted, But the 65.6 per cent growth 
where Audi NSU was concerned reflected 

the success of the Audi 1O0 model. 

The turnover of the organisation as a 
whole Increased 12.1 per cent between 


capitalisation of limited companies was 
even iwenty per cent less than that of the 
oint-stock companies. The ten years 
etween 1963 and 1973 have now 
became known as the decade of the 
limited compan{es. In this period alone 
the number of firms more than doubled 
and their capital rose by 150 per cent, 

In 1972 alone no fewer than 16,989 
new limited companies with a basic 
capital of one and a half milliard Marks 
were listed the Federal Republic’s trade 
register. 

But 2,725 already existing limited 
companies increased thelr basic capital to a 
total five and a half milliards Marks. 
Four and a half milllards of this sim were 
raised from capltal and material invest- 
ment and only one milltard from capital 
increases oul of the limited company’s 
own funds. 

This marks a turming-polnt,. For the 
first tine the inctease in the capltal of 
limited companies has exceeded the 
capital increases of the 425 joint-stock 
companies which anıounted to only four 
niilliard Marks, 

Interest in share dealings wined, 
Twelve joint-stock compauies wiih a 
capltal of 11.3 million Marks started 
liquidation proceedings and a further ıine 
wilh a capital of 28.1 million Marks 
folded up completely. 

The remainder were not considered a 
good investment on the stock exchatgo, 
even if they wanted to be represented. At 
the end of last year only 505 of tlhe 
Federal Republic's joint-stock companies 
were quoled on the stock exchange. Tliis 
was fewer thin one quarler, Bul (hese 
jointslock companies quoted on the 
stock exchange possessed basic capital of 
38 milliurd Marks — ımore tlıan half of the 
basic capitad owucd by all 2,271

US soybean export embargo 
upsets EEC applecart 


technology for a song. Never before have 
American stocks and shares been so 
inexpensive for European buyers, 

To judge by recent statistics British 
firms seem to have most firmly grasped 
the opportunity even though sterling is 
not exactly the world’s hardest currency 
at present. 

From the monetary angle European 
take-over bids for American firms would 
be desirable as a means of re-exporting to 
the United States the thousands of 
millions of dollars that haye been 
transferred to Europe in recent years by 
speculators, 

What Is more, Western Europe would, 
by buying lis way Into US know-how, 
help to bridge tho technological gap that 
separates the two sidos of the Atlantic. 

The recent revaluation of the Mark has 
afforded this country additional protec- 
tion. For some time other Comnton 
Market countries have been wondering 
how it is that despite a succession of 
revaluations this country’s exports 
continue to soar. 

One possible explanation that has now 
occurred to them is this: Maybe Federal

I( coukd wel! bo that 
the Contmon' Market's cereal and butter 
surplus wifl soon ceaso to represent a 
problem even though President Nixon 
plans (o decoutrol soybean exports after 
tle next harvest. 

The ties between Anıerica’s soybean 
embargo and Europes céreals surplus are, 
as it happens, Surprisingly close. 

In ihe past soya beans imported from 
ike United States have, according to 
Common Market statistics from Brussels, 
mel sixly per cent of (he European 
Community's fodder requirements. 

To fill ihe gap the Common Market 
could, of course, fall back an its wheat 
surplus. But the protein content of wlieat 
is only a third of the soybean protein 
count, so the present wheal suplus would, 
at a rough estimate, be used up. 

he Common Market’s agricultural 
fund would lıave to subsidise wheat as 
fodder in order not to price meat, milk, 
eggs and poultry out of the market.

In a sparkling discourse Dleter Kust 
outlined the traffic problems of Cologne, 
a city which 205,000 private cars a day 
already use the bridges over the Rhine in 
both directions. 

Munich architect and publicist Herr 
Kiihspless chose to dispense with specific 
facts, preferring instead to provide a 
firework display of tenets and ideas, 
details of which cannot be gone Into. 

The first day of the conference, 
chaired by Professor Retzko, came to the 
following concluslons:- 

No one could have foreseen ten or 
fifteen years ago the density of urban 
traffic today. The blame can hardly be 
laid at tle transport planners’ doors. A 
further increase in city trafllc is not 
advisable, there belng a limit to the 
amount of traffic road and rail can carry. 

Residenlal areas in city centres and 
their immediate viclnlty must be 
maindained at all costs, and residenls 
must retain their mobility too, City-dvwel- 
lers must not be allowed to become 
second-class motorists. 

In future suburbs must be provided 
with rail inks wiih the city, and the city 
itself must remain habitable, with the 
shortcomings of all modes of transport 
kept to a minimum, There must be ı0 
tırough tral'fic, only local traffic. 

People are unquestionably growing 
more mobile, and improveımeints tO 
oxlsting road and rail ([acilities cannol 
keep pace with developınents. If cities are 
to remain workable priority must indeed 
be afforded lo public transport, 

But suburbia spawns not only rush-hour 
but also shopping and holiday lraffic, In a 
motorised age tlie private car cannot be 
dispensed with altogether. A crucial 
factor in the solution of future (ransport 
problems will be improved coordination 
between urban and transport planners,

Secondly, the longer you park in 
city-centre multi-storey car parks, the 
progressively more oxpensivo it becomes, 
This change has already led to a reduction 
in Ihe numbor of nine-till-five parkers in 
mulli-storey car parks, They are now 
tending to clutler up the roadside even 
more, 

What is more, the reducllon in Ihe 
number of nine-tillk-fivers and the 
corresponding increase in (he number of 
one-hour stands has meant that more 
traffic has been on the move in the city 
centre. 

Frankfurt is certainly trying to keep 
city-centre private motorisls down to 3 
mininıuım, as far as Iransport facilities will 
reasonably allow, But the required 
development concept has yel lo be 
ound.

The most up-to-date container fleet, 
consisting of ten units between 15,000 
and 55,000 GRT, is the Hamburg Express 
fleet owned and run by the country’s 
largest and oldest line, Hapag-Lloyd of 
Hamburg, with an annual turnover of 
1,100 million Marks, 

Since the war merchant shipping in this 
counlry has invested 19,000 nillion 
Marks in new and converted vessels. 
Government subsidles in the form of 
low-interests loans, direct grant, subsidies 
towards intorest payments and scrap 
allowancos have amounted lo some 2,000 
millon Marks. 

Currently bolh government assistance 
and willingness to risk capital investment 
have declined, and the Industry can field 
a number of arguments by way of 
explanation :— 
~—Finance for the construction of 
expensive new vessels must be ralsed on 
the no less expensive domeslic market 
with Interest rates of twelve to thirteen 
per cent. 


~Ten per cent prenlum (fifleen per cent 
for launkers) on new vessels iş only paid to 
owners who have their ships built in local 
yards, which again are far more expensive 
than {hose in other countries. 

— Domestic legislation compels owners to 
take on larger crews than necessary, These 
crews earn more money (han sailors fron 
any other countries In Europe, Costs are 
likewise boosted by strict safety 
precautions, 

Even the Hapag-Lloyd container fleet, 
in which rationalisation has been a 
byword, still carries a complement of 
forty-two: one captain, four navigationai 
officers, one radio officer, two cadets, 
one chief engincer, three engineers, one 
electrician, one assistant electriclan, three 
technical assistants, three stewardesses, 
one boatswain, one carpenter, one 
storeman, six stokers, eight ABs, one 
cook, one cook’s mate, one steward and 
Iwo washers-up. 

They earn good nioney too, wliich is 
more than used to be the case, For years 
ihe boot was on the other foot, but since 
1969 wages have risen by two thirds, 

Thousands of sailors from this country 
used to work on foreign vessels becauşe 
the money was better. The situation has 
so changed that only 800 stifl work for 
foreign owners. 

By the terms of the current wage 
agreement a deckhand can earn up to 
1,350 Marks a month, induding overlime.

“Successive Mark revaluations lave 
proved a grave setback in the face of 
intemationnl competition" Dr Karl- 
Hartmann Necker, president of the 
Federal Republic Shipowners Assocla- 
ton, claims. . “Staff and capital invest- 
ment costs have afso risen sky-high." 

Once upon a time, before the First 
World War, the Germans had the 
second-largest merchant navy in the 
world, consisting of 2,090 vessels with 
5.1 milllon gross registered tons between 
them. Germany was second only to 
Britain with 8,587 ships and 18.9 million 
gross registered tons, 

Currently the Federal Republic rales 
only ninth in the ton nage stages with 744 
vessels and some seven millon CRT, This 
country's stake in the world’s merchant 
fleet is a fraction over 1hree per cent. 

Dr Necker notes worriedly that this 
state of affairs exists despite the fact that 
foreign trade, specifically this country’s 
exports and imports, is increasing by 
leaps and bounds. 

Thirty-seven out of the country’s 148 
shipping companies have a mere 5,000 
tons afloat, equivalent to one medium 
sized freighter. A further 41 shipowners 
own between 5,000 and 20,000 tons, say 
three to four mediume sized freighters. 

Some sixty per cent of the overall 
tonnage is owned by two dozen 
companies. So far they’ alone have been in 
a position to modernise and change over 
ta larger unlis, be they container 
freighters, laslı ships or tankers. .

He travelled across half of Africa, 
discoverod the rock paintings of the old 
African luntsmen, copying five thousand 
of them with his own hand, provide d the 
first accurate description of the gigantic 
buildings of Zimbabwe in Southem 
Africa, collected tho myths, legends and 
fairy-tales of the Black African world aud 
investigated Ile architecture and religious 
rites of this region. 

He actually rediscovered [or the 
Africans the Africa with its immensely $ 
ancient and conıplex lıiislory and modern 
Black Africa apreclates this. 

But the philosopher in Frobenius 
wanted to help tlie unknown facts he had 
unearthed attain new inlernational 
signiflcance, He claimed that African art 
was dependent orı Greek art, 

He developed the doctrine of culhıral 
circles based on the links belween certaln 
stylislle forms, He thought up the 
Paideunmıa theory, undorslanding culture 
as an entity of which Mankind was only a 

arl. 
His last great work, his hisiory of 
African civilisation which appeared in 

1933, reveals Frobenius as an imaginative 
thinker but it also shows the true strengtlı 
and {mportance of this famous German 
ethnologist. In the book Frobenius paid u 
special tribute to Kaiser William II wlıo 
had helped hint finance his expeditions 
after 1912, : 

Frobenius did not obtuin academic, 
recognition until the last fifteen years ol 
his life wien he set up a department for 
cultural morphology and was appointed 
professor at Frankfurt University. 

By Ihe time he died il his home on 
Lago Maggidre on 90 August 1038 il the 
age of û5 this traveller between Iwo 
worlds had established a conception fur 


an intemational history of myth.

historical reconstructions. But it was thls 
that contribuied to the fascination 
oxerted by a free thinker who tuok all 
substance from the Idea thal cullure 
and civilisation could only be described as 
exlsling among peoples acquainted with 
the written word. 

He did not slarl practical field work 
until 1904 when lıe headed (le German 
Central Africa research expedilion lo the 
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under the famous ethnologist Friedriclı 
Ratzel who taught the science according 
to purel! raphical concepts. 

ven belor beginning his studies in 
1894 tho twonty-year-old Frobenius 
wrote a selentific dissertation on the 
development of the South Congo Basin as 
a State and the position of the tribes, 

After ending lils studies in 1898 he 
published in quick succession a nuntber 
of authoritative works on masks and 
secret societies in Africa, the origins of 
African civilisation, the ideology of the 
primitive peoples and the development of 
Polynesian civilisation in Oceania. 

By this time the German Empire had 
enlered the ranks of the colonial powers 
and had obtained territory in Wesl and 
East Africa and in the South Pacific. The 
British and French destroyed the empires 
and States existing on the African 
continent, Had Africa ever hal a history, 
people asked. 

Leo Frobenius was no supporter of 
colonialism. He only went to Africa’ to 
investigate ihe way of life, lhe thought, 
art and culture of the colonised peoples. 

In these years of theory, in which the 

often controversial Frobenius founded 
the new discipline of cullural mor- 
phology, he became a target of criticism 
tor many scholars as he combined 
ethnology with geography, archaeology, 
art and history. 

He always had u tendency to abandon

More and more students are seeking 
advice on questions of family planning 
and sexual relationships, 

The problems indicated by these 
statistics ate only the tip of the iceberg, 
Jürgen Dieker claims. This shows that, 
under its cloak of academic activity, the 
university represents a socially 
inhospitable environment to its members 
and they automatically suffer as a result, 

However the trend manifesting itself at 
university level has its basis in the schools 
and reveals the difficulties faced by 
freshers. At school, Dieter Kallinke 
remarked, pupils are trained to display 
individual performances and indulge in 
competition. They do not learn coopera- 
Hon or teaın work. 

Having had this inability drumnıed into 
thom and having been detached from the 
parental home wliich acts as a cushlon, 
they enter university and must for the 
first tlme seek contact with other persons 
to whom they can relate, 

Apart from this Isolation, students ate 
conftonted with boundless demands on

This applles to an even greater extent 
to the ever-increasing number of students 
who have been forced into other 
departments as the course they wanted to

Tirhe 
and again thoso students secking advice 
are obviously at a loss what to do when 
faced with these complex problems or

The staff at the advice contre 
would also like to correct the widespread 
belief that students have a great deal of 
freedom in their lives, This atlitude 
contributes mucl: to the general lack of 
caımprehension about the soclul position 
of students,

Education and Science Minister Klaus 
yon Dohnanyi has published a draft 
of proposed legislation for universities 
which proposes a reduction in the period 
of university stuly from four to three 
years, a refornn of the examination 
system and the courses of study offered, 
new entry procedure and a scheme of 
joint decision-making guaranteeing uni- 
versity teachers a majority on questions 
of teaching, research and staff appoint« 
ments. 

The Cabinet is to discuss the draft at 
ihe end of August and the final Act 
should pass the Bundestag by the 1974 
summer recess at the very latest, The 
CDU/CSU Opposition has expressed its 
support for this timetable, 

new draft is based on the Joint 
Education Commission's forecast that 
some 22 to 24 per cent of a school year 
would begin a course at an institute of 
advanced education by 1980 or 1985, 

The draft proposes £ reduction in the 
period of study to the internatonall 
normal length. Comprehensive unl. 
versilies shotıld as a result offer three-year 
courses of study in suitable subjects. 
After lis period students will be able to 
obtain a degree. 

Tho kngth of study should not exceed 
four years, except in disciplines such as 
medicine. Shorter courses of study than 
the norm are not excluded cithar, The 
full anıount of time spent on practical 
courses will be incorporated in the total 


study period, Post-graduate courses aro 
planned to follow the basie three-year 
course in order to train the noxt 


generation of academic staff,

legislatlon Heidelberg University is 
reponsible inter alia for the social welfare 
al its students. The Central Student 
Advlce Burca does a good deal of work 
in thls sector. 

But tlie three full-time advisers at the 
bureau are hopelessly overworked as they 
have lo cater for the fifleen thousand 
university student in the town and the 
3,200 members of the local college of 
education. In many cases they can only 
just help students over the worst of their 
troubles. 

More and more students and school 
children are consulting the advice centre, 
The total rose from 6,319 to 8,0 [9 in thie 
tee years from 1969 lo 1972, “The 
Increasing use made of the study advico 
Service is dııe to the growing uncertainty 
of future studenls about university 
opportunities and the rise In pressure 
caused by stricler conditions of study in 
nany sectors," a recently publslıed 
report concludes, 

More than onc third of those people 
seeking advice are freshers, for the most 
par! thoso studying the sciences, 
mathematics or psychology or attending 
the interpreters’ iistitute, 

Aniong students who have been al 
university for at least eighteen months 
the most difficulties are reported by 
those in the faculties of art (grossly 
over-represcnled with 45 per cent of 
those see king elp), medicine and law, 

The number of studenis seeking advice 
only drops olf after the Uuird year. One 
remarkable feature jis that wonten 
sludents ûùre clearly orer-represenied. 
Forty per cent of those students seeking 
advice are girls even though they make up 
only 29 per cent of the total student 
population in the Federal Republic as a 
wlıok and 32 per cent in Heidelberg, 

Personal diffieulties stand in «lose 
relationship with study difficulties and 
are often dependent upon them. At least 
half the students who consult the advice 
cenlre in Heidelberg have serious 
eımolional problems resulting from 
difficulties they encounter In their course 


ofsludy. 
Dieter Kallinke, 


the doctor and 
psychologist who runs the Hefdelbe rg 
advice centre, and his two assistants, 
psychologists Jûrgen Dieker and Horst 

Ehlter, estimate that at least twenty per 
cent require psychatherapy. This high 
Proportion corresponds to the number of 
mentally disturbed persons in the 
populalion as a whole, 

More and more students are consulting 
the advice centre which offers its services 
free and without the usual bureaucratic 
limitatlons. Last year the 265 consul. 
tatlons and courses of psychotherapy 
took up a total of 1,271 hours. 

This year a wailing list was set up for 
the firsl time. So r It includes one 
hundred students. Anotlıer student advice 
centre has 250 sludents on its waiting list. 

About half the patients come because 
of sexual disorders or difficulty in their 
studies or In ınaking contact with their 
followstudents. Almost sixiy per cent of 
thom need no more than a short course of 
treatment, never lasting longer than five 
hours. But 28.5 r cent of them need 
treatment lasting between six and thirty 
or and 4.4 per cent even exceed Ills 
total. 

Girl students make up 34.6 per cent of 
thd total of all persons seeking 
psychotherapeutle help from tle advice 
centre. This figure is roughly comparable 

with thelr share of the total student 
population and lower than tlıat for the 
study advice service.

Industrialists large and small haye 
always been generous supporters of 
prufesional foutball.

Newspaper proprietor Axel Cait 
Springer wive made a donation of 
300,000 Marks to liertha, the Be ın club, 
but this source of income has dried up 
now that Hertha is involved in bribery 
and corruption allegations. 

Instead Hertha, like many other clubs, 
is trying to keep its head above water by 
selling club property as building-land. 
Last but not least, Eintracht Brunswick 
sold ihe front of the ciub jerseys as 
advertising space to Jãgermeister, a local 
liqueur manufacturer, at 500,000 Marks 
for an exclusive five-year contract. 

Subsldies, whether public or private, 
can only alleviate the situation and not 
bring about a permanent improvement. 
Too many clubs are still run amateur 
ishiy, 

Club officials are elected in an 
honorary capacity at AGMs attended by 
ten per cent of members at the most. As 
club employees the players are not 
allowed to vote. And the managemenis 
invest in new blood for prestige and other 
reasons — any reason at all, in fact, but 
sound business considerations. 

Publisher Alfred Strothe, erstwhile 
long-serving presldent of Hanover 96, 
freely admits that “I could never affor 
to take the risks In business that I took 
with the club.” ١

the years went by the boy with the 
largest feet in professlonal football 
(metric size 46, corresponding to British 
and US sizes fourteen and fifteen) rose to 
be the star of Federal league football, 

Once a month his hairdresser Rolf 
Grünling distributed locks of Netzer's halr 
to fans who queued for snippets. 

Netzer has always been a loner and an 
exlravagant figure. While his fellow-play- 
ers sweated it out at tralning-camp he and 
his girlfriend Hannelore Girulat sunned 
themselves an Hawali. 

When the national teanı came a cropper 
in an international against Argenlna 
Netzer sont them a postcard from 
Barbados.

Should another club went to buy a 
player under contract It has to pay his 
existing club a transfer fee, Provided the 
two clubs reach agreement the players 
new club must not anly pay him a 
negotiated salary but also a lump suını as 
part of the transfer agreoment.

He was followed, for 500,000 Marks, 
by Augsburg forward Helmut Haller, who 
has just ended his professional career and 
rekımed to this country to play for an 
amateur chub in his old home town. 

Ilorst Szymaniak of Wuppertal, Karls- 
ruhe and Berlin also crossed the Alps for 
half a million Marks. 

Reinhiırl Libuda of Schalke, who was 
implicaled in bribery and corruption 
allegations, cocked a snook at the FA in 
Frankfurt alıd transferred to Slrasbourg, 
France, for 450,000 Marks. 

For the record, ihe world's record 
soccer iransfer fee is twelve niillion 
Marks, recenlly paid for Italy's Gianni 
Riva to lıis old club Cagliari by Juventus 
Turin. 

Transfer feos have steadily increased in 
this country over tle years too. In 1971 
Stuttgart paid 225,000 Marks for Köppel 
of Borussia. At the time this was 
considered an outrageous price. 

Only two years later Bayem Munich 
offered 600,000 Marks for Jupp 
Kapellmann of Cologne. Just before the 
transfer was signed Kapellmann’s market 


value was increased by the single-handed 
decision of one man, Helmut Schûn. 
Schên, the FA’s chief coach, selected 
Kapellmann for the national team. After 
an hour and a half on the pitch the 
Cologne footballer was worth another 
200,000 Marks. His club now wanted 
800,000 Marks. : 
This can tum out to be a handicap for 
the player at. times. A few weeks ago 
Eintracht Bruiiswick vere relegated from 


. the Federal league. Goalie Bernd Franke 


wanted to’ transfer to another club and 
stay in top-class football. 

His prospects seemed good, but two 
caps for the national team .boosted his 
market value from 250,000. to.

More money spent 
on leisure-time 
pursuits

( itizens in this country are spending 
ever greazer sums orı their leisure. 
time, according 1o a survey conducted by 
the Federal Statistics Office, Wiesbaden. 

The survey showed there had been a 
considerable Increase on money spent on 
leisure timo activities since 1065, relative 
lo income, 

This is particularly true for holidays 
and periods away from home for 
relaxaliou. The survey slowed that 
pensioners and employees in tle middle 
Income groups spent twice as much as in 
1971 in 1965. 

Statisticians calculaled that expendi. 
lure on leisure goods (including holiday 
expenditure and money spent on the car 
for leisure use) in 1971 per ıousehold per 
month in a man and wife family receiving 
a pension or social assistance was 36 
Marks (about six per cent of total 
expenditure in the private consumer 
sphere), in a four person blue-collar 
household with a middle level income it 
Was 163 Marks (13 per cent) and in a four 
person household where the breadwinner 
Was a white-collar worker or civil servan i 
with a higher income 340 Marks (17 per 
cent). ر‎ 

Pensioners spent [wanty per cent of 
their total finances on leisure pursuits or 


holiday goods. In blue-collar families 


with a middle or high income the 
percentage was 27 and 32 per cent.

Professor Valontin, director of the 
institute for industrial and soçlal 
medicine attaclied to tho University of 
Erlıugen-Nuromberg saw gloomy fuctors 
behind these attitudes, He said: “Modern 
man's sins are mainly committed during 
hls leişure tine," 

One of the major medical problems of 
our time is over-eating, Professor Valen tin 
said: “Portliness has become a stulus 
symbol.” According to his statistics 30.4 
per cent of all young men in this country 
ate te per cent overweight. Among 
Young women 34 per cent are, and of 
these six per cent are more than 25 per 
cent overwieght, and at astonishing 
seventeen per cent of young women in 
this country are fifty per cent overweight. 
„The increuse in the number of alcoholics 
in this country is terrifying, According to 
Professor Valentin there are an esli 
mated 350,000 alcoholies in the country. 
The average statistics show that each 
citizen in this country drinks each year 
190 litres of beer, four titres of spirits, 28 
litres of wine and champagne. 

Sex in this country is so much played 
upon that it is fast becoming a danger to 
health. Professor Valentin said: “The 
biologically reasonable limits for sexual 
indulgence have already been surpassed.” 

According to Professot Valentin further 
dangers are common in our soclety in the 
use of drugs and tablets, - 

Professor Valentin opposes the working 
man's ideal of having a fourday week, He 
maintains that working for ten hours at a
